would be the last consistory under Leo 
XIII. 

The assemblage gazed at the venerable 
Pontiff with intense curiosity, and there 
was redoubled enthusiasm in the cries o£ 
"Lo;)}; Live Leo." He looked more wax- 
like, a little more bowed, and his voice 
was somewhat weaker, it was evident 
the attendants were anxious. There 
wore many strangers among the crowds 
w,ho gathered in the corridors of tho 
Sola Itegia and Sala Ducale to witness 
the passage of the procession. The Pon- 
tiff was borne i.n the Sedia (iestatoria 
by eight chair-bearers clad in bright red- 
brocade. They were flanked by tho 
bearers of the famous feathered fans. 
The Pope smiled while he blessed the 
crowds as he passed. In fact, at times 
he tried to rise as to better impart his 
benediction, and it was only when ho 
descended from the Sedia Gestatoria that 
his extreme weakness was apparent. 

Following the Pontiff came a gorgeous 
line of scarlet-clad cardinals, friars in 
various habits, priests and members of 
the Papal court, wearing velvet knee 
breeches ami white ruffs. The church 
dignitaries were escorted by the noblo 
Swiss and Palatii guards, while the Sis- 
line choir chanted solemnly. Special 
tribunes were erected on both sides of 
the papai throne for the accommodation 
of the members of the diplomatic corps, 
the Knights of Malta, the Roman aristo- 
cracy, the family of the Pope, and rela- 
tives of the newly-created cardinals. 

The ceremony was made as short as 
possible in order to lessen , die Pontiffs 
fatigue. Tlie I'ope Rat on the throno 
facing the brocade-covered benches 
where the cardinals were seated. On 
opening, three cardinals knelt and kissedi 
his foot and his band, and the Pope then 
gave them double embrace, the Pontiff 
remaining seated. The new cardinals 
afterwards embraced the other cardinals, 
the latter standing. Returning to the 
Pontiff each of the new cardinals then 
received from his hands a cardinal's hat, 
which ended the ceremony. The Pope 
thereupon rose, bestowed the apostolic 
benediction and preceded by. the Ponti- 
•-Ll'ica! cross and surrounded by tha 
jjg-uirdinaLs and his attendants, impressive- 
ly attired, the choir intoning u To Deuin 
as he was borne back to bis apartments. 

The cardinals afterwards returned, 
formed a procession in the Sistine chapel 
and the cardinals went to the altar, 
where they prayed as the Grand- Am- 
brosian hvmn was intoned by the choir. 
After the hall had been cleared of 
strangers, the cardinals were rennointed 
by the Pope, and the Pontiff announced 
the new episcopal appointments, tlie car- 
dinals signifying their assent by raising 
their hats. * The posulants (for Arch- 
bishop Farley. Monsignor Farn-Il; for 
Archbishop Qlligley. Monsignor Jacque- 
min, and for Archbishop Orth, Father 
Descufll. of the propaganda) then en- 
tered the hall and asked the Pone to 
bestow the palliums on the prelates they 
represented, which was granted.

' Wilmington. Del., June 25.— Anarchy 
reigned hero lust night when a mob of 
more thou o,(HJ0 persons surrounded the 
city hall, where Arthur Corwell, who 
was arrested on the charge of being con- 
cerned in the lynching of George White, 
•was locked up, and demanded his im- 
mediate release. They came from all 
over the city, the word being passed 
around that an attack was to he made 
on the police station unless Corwell was 
let go at a certain time. After the : 
crowd had howled and yelled for live 
hours, beating negroes and defying the 
police, Corwell was released on $5,000 . 
bail for a further hearing today. 

This action on the part of the au- 
thorities set the mob, which had before 
been so furious, mad with joy. Corwell 
was carried on the .shoulders of the niob 
to his hotel, where he received an ova- 
tion. It is openly declared that no one 
will he kept in jail or be allowed to 
suffer for the par.t he took in the 
.lynching. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury in 
the case of George White, the negro 
who was burned at the stake, and the. 
release of Arthur Corwell on ball seems 
to have appeased the unruly element 
here for a time. Bast night there ap- 
peared to be danger of race riots, hut 
CorweH's release quieted the distur- 
bances.

i stitution and the laws, and that in all 
undertakings and readings I will keep 
the welfare of the people before my 
eyes. 

' "Taking this, my oath, .solemnly be- 
fore God and the people, I call as "wit- 
ness the Lord God to whom I shall give 
account at the Judgment Seat; so help 
me God. Amen."

Is Booming. 



New Paystrciik Struck a few 
Miles East of Atlin Causes 
a Boom. 



. According to advices from Dawson It la 
expected there will foe quite a movement 
ot prospectors ui< the Pelly river again 
this season. .Men who were In the coun- 
try lust winter, have returned to Dawson 
this spring In small boats, bringing various 
reports, and some are looking for oppor- 
tunities to return. 

About Ufllrty men from up the Telly ore 
said to he In Dawson. Tlie stories they 
give us to the promises of the country tor 
:i «old producer are not the same. Some 
are hopeful and feel Chat diligent prospect- 
ing will result In the finding of good pay. 
Others are dubious. The more hopeful are 
b-uld to bo those who were -up t'he Pelly 
proper. The men Who went up the Me- 
'Mlllau, a branch of the Polly, last winter, 
returned with many furs, hut not many 
stories of Indications of gold. 

[McMillan men brought down $2,500 worth 
of furs a few days ago. The furs easily 
pay their expenses through the winter. 
Some who are energetic and get Into a 
good locality capture enough marten or 
other fur bearing animals during the 
winter to cover t'iielr expenses and at the 
same time have oportuultles to do pros- 
pecting Jn the vicinity. 

Bob Henderson, the first man to dis- 
cover gold In tile Klondike basin, has been 
up the Telly several times, and feels that 
it must have good undiscovered gold fields. 
He Is anxious to arrange Ills affairs so he 
can get away for the Pelly. lie says that 
If possible be would like to go there and 
make his home 300 miles or more from 
tlie mouth of the Pelly. 

Trapping, Henderson believes. Is ns 
gireat an inducement for a frontiersman 
to enter tlie country at this period as any- 
thing else. Gold, however, would be the 
ultimate object of Ilia quest. Henderson 
declares the place a paradise of verdure 
nud green bills and beautiful valleys and 
streams In summer, and he says Ihe has 
seen wild strawberries there lu profusion. 
The Pelly valley, he says. Is muc'li warmer 
than some parts of the Yukon valley prop- 
er, and he believes more delicate vegetation 
must thrive at the (head of the Pellly. 
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ATUN BOOMING. 

A mining boom is In progress at Atlin, 
according to W. L. Trotter, a buslnea man 
of that country, who .has arrived from the 
Northern district. "EiLriy in the spring 
there was a new paystreuk struck a few 
miles west of the town of Atlin," Mr. 
Trotter said yesterday, "anil the people 
have gone wild over it. The dirt runs 
about 13 cents on the average, and there 
appears to be n vast quantity or it. 
"As there Is an abandonee of muchlnery 
In the district at bite present time, there 
will lie no delay In working tlie new find, 
nnd Ckls year it is expected the output 
of the district will be more than double 
that of a year a*o, 

"We are receiving a good sbare of those 
WlttO have come back from the Klondike, 
nnd men who made their fortunes there 
arc Investing in our district."

Steamer Indrapura, which brought a 
large number of Chinese from the Orient 
had one more than the regulations allow. 
The Portland and Asiatic liner, which 
made a special run to Victoria in order 
ti> land her steerage passengers here, 
had in alt 101 Chinese for this port, and, 
according to the regulations which en- 
title her to cany one Chinese for every 
,"0 tons, she had one too many. Hence 
one of the throng which was to have 
been lauded here went on to Portland. 

Ca.pt. Cross, who was master of the 
Xingcliow when that vessel ran to the 
North during the Klondike rush under 
cuarter to 'Mr. T. C. Davidge, of this city, 
is 'first officer of the steamer. Mr. Lip- 
man, of Portland, who has been to the 
Orient looking over trade conditions also 
arrived by the steamer, and he said ill 
an interview that from what he learned 
in Japan and North China he regards an 
nut break between Russia and Japan as 
inevitable. The Japanese are largely 
looking forward to a fight, and from 
rickshaw coolies to statesmen are boast- 
ful. Each and every Japanese, he says 
is confident that the island empire can 
defeat ltussla. Russia, on the other 
hand is making enormous preparations, 
and' gradually fastening tighter and 
tighter her hold on Manchuria. Mr 
Lipman visited all the larger ports pt 
the Chinese and Japanese Coast. Wil- 
liam Fitchott, who was a member of 
the Janett-Waldorff Company, n thea- 
trical organization which played in the 
Far East, was returning to the United 
States' lie having been left in a Shang- 
hai hospital suffering from smallpox, to- 
gether with .Miss Mildred York of tho 
iSntv,. eonvpanv. who succumbed to thn 
vi™,. >i,vi rcmi^ura left for Portland 
diseas, I HP niuwi*:' . , /inlnvntl 
at noon yesterdny— tinvtnK !. ,p " " ueiayeil 
i:i landing her freight here. 

In comparison with the slow passage 
made by the steamer IiuVnipura, that of 
the Empress is prominent. The Indra- 
pura sailed from Yokohama for this port 
'in the 7th, live days before the Empress 
,,f China, ami the Portland liner arriv- 
ed o!< the 24th. nearly two days after 
the Empress, which made the passage 
in a week less than the big Portland 
liner. Steamer Shawmut. which is the 
largest steamer coming to this port, is 
now due from the Orient. The big 
freighter of the Boston S. S. Co.. which 
•has a cargo capacity of 18,500 tons, left 
Yokohama 1 on the 12th, and is now duo 
tit the Ocean docks. 

The steamer Kaga Maru, of the Nip- 
pon Ynsen Kaisha linn, which arrived at 
Yokohama from this port on the loth, 
is in quarantine at Yokohama as a re- 
sult of the discovery of what is believed 
to be, a case of infectious disease on 
llioard. Kenneth J. Burns, local agent 
of the Nippon Ynsen Kaisha line, yes- 
tenlav received the following despatch 
from 'Mr. Studley, Seattlo agent of the 
line:

JOHN D. TALLANT LOST. 

Identity of the Wreck on the Marshall 
Islands Has Been Learned. 

The unknown wreck seen by natives 
of the (Marshall islands on Mille, one of 
the group, and reported to the crew of 
tho schooner Carrie and Annie, is not 
that of tho lost French bark Do Coudic, 
as was supposed, hut of the United 
(States four-masted lumbar schooner 
John D. Tnllant, a lumber-carrier hail- 
ing from San Francisco, and owned at 
that port. When the first report was 
received at Sydney. Australia, that a 
four-masted vessel liiul been seen strand- 
ed on 'Mille island in the MnrshaHs, it 
was at once thought that she hps the 
long overdue French bark He Coudic, 
which took a cargo of wheat from San 
Francisco for Sydney, ami which had 
been posted at Lloyds as missing. Then 
the missionary schooner Carrie and An- 
nie arrived at San Francisco with the 
news that natives had reported to them 
that the wreck was lumber-laden, which 
showed that it was not that of the 
French vessel. Shipping men were at 
a loss to know what vessel it could be 
that had been lost, and yesterday the 
schooner .Neptune reached San Fran- 
cisco from Jaluit, bringing advices to the 
effect that the lost vessel was known to 
be the John 1"). Tallant. The schooner, 
which has been lost in the south peas, 
was a four-muster, of 533 tons. She was 
built ut San Francisco in ISO!, and was 
owned at the Oolden Gate. No trace 
of her master or crew was found, and 
they are believed to have been lost.

Freights and charters. 

Little Doing in the Shipping Trade Dur- 
ing the Week. 

Tho freight market continues dull. A 
few lumber fixtures have been reported, 
most of which are at easier rates, and 
one grain vessel has been .fixed to load 
at Portland. The Loch (Jarre, the last 
I grain vessel of the season, finished her 
I cargo this week, clearing up, to all ex- 
'tents and purposes the old crop. Ta- 
coma and Seattle are about cleaned out 
of grain, and Portland is now the only 
'.market with an exportable surplus on 
'hand, and a very few vessels would ex- 
haust stocks there. In future chartering 
'there is no business; conditions are en- 
tirely unchanged, rates being nominal 
at about 17s. Gd. to ISs. 0.; owing to the 
uncertainty as to the crop nnd the eor- 
tainty as to the enormous tonnage listed 
this way, shippers are out of the market 
'for vessels, and will probably refrain 
from doing business until the new wheat, 
comes along in quantity. In lumber 
freights the voyage to South Africa has 
been done at lower rates, and the rate 
to West Coast is very weak.
